A FIGHT FOR TIME 


The Times in a leading article to- 
day says: It is clear that the greatest 
efort by the Japanese is being put 
forth in the Philippines, though these 
islands are not their most important 
objective. Should they succeed in 
capturing them before relief arrives, 
they will be in a much stronger posi- 
tion to isoiate Singapore while holding 
off American aid. They would be able 
to transfer further forces to Malaya 
itself, and almost certainly to effect 
large-scale landings in Sumatra, 
despite the resistance of the Dutch, 
whose small but efficient Air Force 
and remarkably well-flown aircraft 
have already done so much gallant and 
invaluable work. And, when we speak 
of relief, we must not forget that the 
Philippines are well over 5,000 miles 
from Pearl Harbour, which is itself 
about 2,500 miles from San Francisco, 
and that the air chain running through 
Midway, Wake and Guam has been 
cut by the enemy. For the United 
States again to reach out across the 
Pacific, che arm temporarily drawn 
back as a result of the Japanese blows, 
is no easv task in itself, but to do so 
in time to save the Philippines 
cannot but be difficult. This, how- 
ever, is the task confronting the 
American Navy Department, and its 
assurance of yesterday is the more wel- 
come.

MR. EDEN ARRIVES 
IN LONDON 


EXTREMELY SATISFIED 
WITH VISIT 


M R. ANTHONY EDEN 

arrived in London early 
this morning, together with 
other members of the mission 
which accompanied him to Mos- 
cow, and also with Soviet trade 
union delegates. 


Mr. Eden told a reporter:—“ I am 
extremely satisfied with my visit. I 
have no donbt that it has been most 
valuable. Nothing could have exceeded 
the kindness and hospitality of our 
hosts. I was very glad to have the 
opportunity of meeting M. Stalin and 
M. Molotoff, whom I had not seen 
since 1935. Our talks were full, frank 
and sincere. I was lucky enough to 
see something of the military perform- 
ance of the Russian Armies, which 
was truly magnificent.” 

On the platform to meet Mr. Eden 
and the rest of the party were Mr. 
Attlee, Mr. Alexander, Mrs. Eden, 
Madame Maisky and M. Bogomolov; 
Soviet Ambassador to the Allied 
Governments in London. 

As soon as the train stopped, Major- 
General Nye, first out of the carriage, 
slipped away unobtrusively. When M. 
“Maisky, the Soviet Ambassador, 
stepped on to the platform he was 
warmly greeted bv his wife. 

As the party left the station a large 
crowd, carrying banners bearing the 
hammer and sickle and messages of 
greetings to the Soviet trade unionists, 
cheered themselves hoarse and sang the 
Internationale for five minutes or more. 
Meanwhile Mr. Eden was chatting with 
Mrs. Eden, Cabinet Ministers and 
Foreign Office officials, who had come 
to meet him. He was in high spirits, 
talking animatedly to all whom he 
knew. Sir Walter Citrine, secretary 
-o the T.U.C,, was present to welcofhe 
the Soviet trade union delegates. 

So far, says the Press Associa- 
tion, the only information available 
regarding the conversations is con- 
tained in the brief statement made on 
Sunday night, with the full con- 
currence of M. Stalin and Mr. Eden. 
A fall report will, no doubt, be made 
by Mr. Eden to his Cabinet colleagues 
at the earliest moment, and it is pro- 
bable that he will take an opportunity 
to make some public pronouncement on 
the subject of his visit. 

Accompanying Mr. Eden is a party 
of Soviet trade union officials, who are 
coming to England to return the visit 
paid to Moscow by British trade 
unionists, headed by Sir Walter Citrine. 
The Russian trade union delegation, 
who will remain for some weeks in 
England, is headed by M. Shvernik, 
the secretary of the trade unions, and 
Mme. Nikolayeva, Secretary of the 
All-Union Central Council. 


RUSSIAN DELEGATES 


The Russian Trade Union delegation, 
numbering fourteen, will attend meet- 
ings of the General Council of the 
Trade Union Congress and of the 
Anglo-Soviet Trade Union Committee, 
the foundations of which were laid at 
the meeting in Moscow of the British 
Trade Union Congress delegation with 
the All Union Central Council of Trade 
Unions in the U.S.8S.R. A decision to 
unite in the organisation of mutual aid 
to ‘achieve victory was included in an 
eight-point programme drawn up after 
the first meeting of the Anglo-Soviet 
Trade Union Committee in Moscow last 
October. 

The joint unions pledged every 
possible support to the Governments

““ Coast defence batteries, manned 
by Germans, opened fire on our ships, 
but were silenced by bombardment 
‘from the warships and bombing by 
Hampden aircraft of the Bomber Com- 
mand. The latter also laid smoke 
screens to mask our ships, and machine- 

unned the batteries and nearby 
ass Ó on Ragsundo Island. There 
were two main military landings, one 
on the small island off Maaloy and the 
other at the south-western extremity 
of the town of South Vaagso. The 
entire garrison of Maaloy were either 
killed or taken prisoner, and military 
store houses and ammunition dumps 
were blown sé A battery oí íour guns 
was destroyed. 

“ At South Vaagso the Germans put 
up a stiff resistence, and in the street 
before the town could be brought com- 
pletely under our control. An enem 
tank was put out of action, and oil 
“tanks and ammunition stores were 
destroyed. A wireless station and 
certain industrial plant, known to be 
operating for the Germans, were de- 
stroyed. 


SHIPS DESTROYED 


“A total of eight enemy ships, in- 
cluding five merchant vessels, two 
armed trawlers, and an unarmed tu 
totalling 15,650 tons, were destroyed. 
The merchant vessels beached them- 
selves to avoid capture, and were 
destroyed by our naval forces. The 
armed vessels were sunk. An offensive 
patrol, in conjunction with this opera- 
tion, was carried out by Blenheim 
aircraft of the Bomber Command. They 
encountered and attacked a convoy of 
enemy ships. Many bombs fell among 
them, and one ship was sunk. 

“While the operations were taking 
place at Vaagso, Blenheim aircraft of 
the Bomber Command were attacking 
Herdla, the nearest enemy aerodrome, 
100 miles down the coast. Direct hits 
from a height of 250 feet were obtained 
on the wooden runways of this aero- 
drome, and an M.E. 109, which was 
taxi-ing at the time, was destroyed. 
The huts and wireless station nearby 
were machine-gunned. From all these 
Bomber Command operations eight of 
our aircraft were missing, but one 
member of a Hampden crew was 
rescued by our ships. 

“The damage to the Herdla runways 
undoubtedly reduced the scale of air 
attack on our ships, which were pro- 
tected by Eeau fighters and Llenheim 
fighters of the Coastal Command. 
During a series of fights which went 
on throughout the day they shot down 
four enemy HE 111s and prevented any 
successfulattack being made on our se 
Three of our fighters are missing. Our 
ships suffered only very minor damage 
and all returned fit for immediate 
service. Our casualties were slight. 
The next-of-kin are being ‘ddentned. 

““Over 120 Germans were killed, and 
95 German naval and military prisoners 
and nine Quislings have been brought 
back. The entire combined operation 
went exactly according to plan and all 
objectives were attained within the 
time allowed, all forces withdrawing at 
2.45 p.m.” 


EYE-WITNESS’S 


ACCOUNT 


Intimate details of the raid are told 
in a despatch by Ralph Walling, 
Reuter’s special correspondent and first 
reporter to go into action with the 
Commandos.

Half-ounce Tea 
Ration Again 


“Minister for Supplies 
Regrets—” 


— 


The Minister for Supplies regrets to 

announce that it has been found 
necessary to reduce the tea ration 
for the month of January, 1942, to 
one-half ounce per week per 
person. This reduction has had 
to be made because of unavoidable 
delays in the shipment to this 
country of teas which have been 
urchased in India. Every effort 
is being made to overcome the 
shipping difficulties, but while the 
position for the future remains 
uncertain the Minister is not 
without hope that it may be found 
possible to restore the tea ration 
to one ounce per week in the 
month of February. 


The monthly tea ration to institutions 
and catering establishments will 
also be reduced for the month of 
January, and deliveries will be at 
the rate of 20 per cent. of the 
average monthly deliveries made in 
the year ended on the 20th June, 
1939. A corresponding adjustment 
will be made in the ration of any 
institution or catering establish- 
ment which was not in existence 
during the whole of that year. 


The ration of one ounce per week has 
been in operation since the week 
beginning 19th October. -

‘THE TWISTING OF 
THE ROPE 


NEW VERSION 
THE FARM 


From a CORRESPONDENT. 


N OW and again you meet a farmer 


ON 


who delights in being as inde- 

pendent as he possibly can, who 
instals a small saw mill to make his 
own planks for building and repairing 
outhouses, a mill to grind his oats and 
wheat and so on, as ‘well as producing 
the ordinary things like butter, eggs 
and milk. Í know one farmer who 
carries this as far almost as it could be 
carried, and one of the things he takes 
most pride in is making his own ropes. 
He does this from the twine ordinarily 
used in the reaper and binder, and the 
other day Í was lucky enough to be 
there while he and his steward were 
making a new halter and a couple of 
sets of reins for a young mare that 
they were breaking 1n. 

At one end of the long cement-floored 
garage a board was fixed about three 
feet from the floor, and about eleven 
yards from it another board was fixed 
to a large weighing scales, which had 
wheels and was the only moving plat- 
form in the place that was sufficiently 
heavy for the purpose. The idea of 
having a moving platform will be 
shown presently. In the first board 
were three holes, through each of which 
was passed the end of a thin iron 
crank, just the shape of the starting 
handle of a motor car, with an “8S” 
hook in the end. A similar crank and 
hook were put in a hole in the board 
fixed to the scales. One end of the ball 
of twine was fixed to one of the three 
hooks, and the twine carried to the 
hook at the scales and back and forth 
until four strands were running to each 
hook, and all twelve held on the single 
hook at the scale end. A small board 
with three holes was then fitted over 
the three crank handles, and one of us 
turned two of the handles, the small 
board causing the three to move at the 
same rate in the same direction. 


USING A STRID 


The steward took a block of wood 
sha like the narrow end of an egg, 
with three grooves ‘cut at equal 
distances around it. He ran this in 
between the strands, so that four ran 
in each groote, and he pushed it hard 
up to the énd at the single hook. 
When a good twist had been given to 
the three sets of four strands, he told 
me to start twisting the single handle, 
while he slowly moved the block away 
from me, keeping the strands running 
in the grooves. As he went away from 
me the rope formed between us. The 
man at the other end twisted like mad 
on the three handles, I kept the pace 
at the other end, he going clockwise 
and I turning my handle anti-clock- 
wise. The two twists, therefore, were 
in opposite directions, and the ten- 
dency to untwist in one direction was 
counteracted by an opposite tendancy 
in the rope, with the result that when 
freed from the hooks the rope wus 
solid and compact. 

As it grew between me and. the 
steward the length between the scales 
and the fixed board shortened, due to 
the twisting, and the scales were 
puiled along on its wheels for about 
two yards. The completed rope was 
singed to remove the hairs, and looked, 
and was, as good as any “ ready-made’ 
bought in a shop. 

A bigger one was made for a halter, 
six strands being put on to each hook, 
giving eignteen in the full rope. Later, 
the reins were fitted to a new set of 
tackling, so that the young mare would 
start her working career with a com- 
pletely new outit, which would be 
hers alone while she worked on that 
farm, and probably would go with her | 
if she left it.

Half an Ounce 


Irish housewives, returning from their 
Christmas holidays, or recovering from the 
domestic exertions of the last week, will 
be shocked this morning to learn that 
their tea ration for the month of January 
will be reduced to one half-ounce.a week 
instead of the full ounce which has been 
the ration since last October. ‘‘ The 
Minister for Supplies regrets’ to make 
this announcement; and every reasonable 
citizen will sympathise with him. There 
have been unavoidable delays in the ship- 
ment to Ireland of tea supplies that have 
been bought in India, and it would be 
grossly unfair to blame the Department 
of Supplies for a condition of affairs over 
which it has no kind of control. Never- 
theless, it does seem to be unfortunate 
that the news of the reduced tea ration 
should be broken to the general public 
immediately after the Christmas holidays 
—at a. moment when most housewives 
probably are taking rueful stock of their 
larders after the reckless extravagance of 
the last week. It will be remembered that 
just twelve months ago the motoring com- 
munity learnt that no more petrol for 
private consumers would be available for 
some time; and it was felt that a more 
opportune occasion might have been chosen 
for the breaking of the news. Nobody 
feels at his best during the interval 
between Christmas and New Year’s Day. 
The inevitable reaction of Christmas 
festivities has set in almost everywhere ; 
householders are looking forward gloomily 
to the flood of bills that will swamp their 
letter-boxes within the next few days; 
their wives are regretting their lavishness 
during the holidays, and people in general 
are in no mood to receive fresh and un- 
expected shocks. On the other hand, we 
wonder if the inhabitants of this country 
realise how well off they are—tea, or no 
tea. Eire is only a speck on the map 
on the fringe of the European continent ; 
yet its inhabitants at the moment are 
enjoying a standard of living that is 
virtually unknown elsewhere. They may 
be required to be satisfied with half an 
ounce of tea in the week. They even may 
be asked to limit the extent of their 
motoring; but they have far more food 
than any other people in Europe ; they are 
immune from the horrors of strife, and 
they are privileged to lead their lives in 
peace and quiet, while the peoples of most 
other countries are locked in the fell grip 
of war. 

In these circumstances, the inhabitants 
of Eire not only ought not to 
grumble at the petty inconveniences to 
which they are being subjected, but they 
ought to be grateful to the Government 
for the many blessings which they enjoy. 
On Christmas Eve, Dublin probably was 
the only capital city in Europe—if not, 
indeed, in the civilised world—that 
celebrated the feast with complete abandon. 
It certainly was the only city in Europe 
that had more than enough to eat. Now 
that the junketings and revelries are over, 
it is time that our people should begin 
to look towards the future, and to realise 
that they cannot expect to live on the fat 
of the land for ever. Visitors to Dublin 
from Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
were astonished during the last couple of 
weeks to find that Eire, in comparison 
with the rest of the world, was a land 
flowing with milk and honey. Prices, no 
doubt, are high, and there is an appalling 
amount of grinding poverty in our midst; 
but the middle classes are infinitely better 
‘off here than they are in any other 
country, and there are far too many 
people in Eire who either fail, or refuse 
to recognise, this fact. Christmas is past 
and gone. We are on the threshold of a 
new year, which is almost certain to bring 
grievous trials to mankind; and Ireland 
must be prepared to shoulder its part of 
the common burden. Supplies of all kinds, 
particularly those which must be imported, 
probably will be far less during the next 
twelve months than they were during the 
year that is ending. A more drastic 
system of general rationing seems to be 
inevitable; and we shall be very lucky 
six months hence if we have any tea at 
all. It is the duty of every citizen, there- 
fore, to make provision for a future which 
at the best is uncertain, and at the worst 
may be more painful than anything that 
this country yet has experienced. Half an 
ounce of tea may be a meagre allowance; 
but it is better than nothing, and this 
time twelve months we all may be looking 
back with envy to the days when we were 
inclined to abuse the Department of 
Supplies‘ for its apparent niggardliness, 


Bad Manners 


Much has been said of late concerning 
the bad manners of Dublin, particularly 
with regard to scrambling at the 'bus 
stops and pushing in the streets. In a 
recent article mention was made of a well- 
to-do-looking man who barged into a 
young woman walking in the opposite 
direction, and then turned on her and 
asked why she did not look where she was 
going. It has been suggested that the days 
of Irish chivalry are dead. Dublin, how- 
ever, is probably no worse than other 
cities in this respect, and there still is 
more courtesy here than in some parts of 
the world. Nobody really knows what the 
struggle can be like at a ‘bus or tram 
stop until a crowd in the’ Moscow of 
normal times has been seen trying to 
board a tram; and Dublin’s credit might 
go up after watching peace-time shoppers 
trying to make their departure from 
London’s High street, Kensington. It 
used to be said that the difference between 
the good manners of an Englishman and of 
a Frenchman was best illustrated by the 
fact that, whilo a Frenchman usually 
would apologise profusely after knocking 
into a lady on the boulevard, the English.

“ Fan Mail” 


Recently the B.B.C. ofhcially admitted 
that the question whether or not the 
services of Mr. Wilfrid Pickles as an 
announcer should be retained was decided 
in accordance with the trend of letters 
received from listeners: A writer:in the 
correspondence columns of The Times 
deplores this new custom which the B.B.C. 
appears to have adopted—that of allowing 
its ‘‘features’’ and programmes to be 
affected by public opinion in the form. of 
a selection of letters received from 
listeners. These letters, according‘to the 
writer, come within the dishonourable 
category of “fan mail,” and are repre- 
sentative neither of the whole public nor 
even of its most intelligent section. “ Fan 
mail,” along with autograph-hunting, is, 
we fear, one of the evils of modern civilisa- 
tion; but, so long as the cinemas and the 
theatres continue to “ play up”. the 
“celebrity” aspect of their stars, these 
pursuits will continue. “Fan mail,” 
whether it be sent to a film star, a stage 
actor or to the broadcasting station, is no 
true test of worth, and serves merely to 
give the recipient an exaggerated sense 
of his, or her, own importance, and the 
sender the ‘anxiety of waiting for a reply 
or the traditional signed photograph, 
which rarely comes. From the stage and 
the screen one hardly would expect any 
better; after all, they exist by foisting 
glamour on the public in large doses, 
garnished with all that the publicity 
agents can concoct to heighten the illdsion 
of fame and grandeur. The B.B.C., how- 
ever, is different ; from it one would expect 
something a trifle more staid and business- 
like. One would not think that such a 
national institution could be swayed, even 
in a small degree, by the opinions of a 
few—or even a majority—of men and 
women with too much time on their hands. 
A baker, provided that he does not stand 
to gain anything by his dishoncsty, would 
be a better judge of a good loaf than the 
man for whom he bakes it; similarly, the 
radio directors, as a general rule, know 
what the public wants a great deal Letter 
than the small section of it which has 
nothing better to do than to pen letters 
about this or that grievance.

His paper, entitled ‘‘Peat Fuel Markets 
of the Future,” made a case for the employ- 
ment of ‘peat as an industrial fuel. 

It was, of course, well known that for 
certain industries peat was unsuitable as a 
fuel; but this did not apply to every industry. 
In the domestic field several efficient peat- 
burning cooking and heating appliances were 
on the market, and there was no reason why 
similar thought should-not be given to indus- 
trial plant. 

For over fifteen years Mr. Lee has been 
connected as an engineer with the design and 
operation of steam-raising plant in all parts 
of the world, and in this capacity has 
installed many plants capable of utilising fuel 
which had hitherto been considered useless. 

If, he said, plant could -be, and was, 
designed to burn efficiently such things as 
Ww shavings, sawdust, 
cane), leather trimming and 
there: was no reason why peat 
utilised just as efficiently, if given the same 
consideration that er countries and 
poet had given to their available fuel 
supplies.

Marie Condron’s Recital 


I hear that Marie Lillis Condron, that 
gifted young Dublin violinist, is to give 
her first public recital in the Aberdeen 
Hall on Monday, January 5th. Though 
still in her ’teens, Miss Condron has dis- 
played remarkable ability, and has already 
achieved many successes. Winning the 
Coulson Scholarship at the Royal Trish 
Academy of Music, she pursued her studies 
there under the direction of Signor 
Ferruccio Grossi, and secured the 
Vandeleur Scholarship in the following 
year. 

When she was only sixteen her brilliant 
playing of Mendelssohn’s Violin Concerto 
at an orchestral concert of the Musical 
Art Society impressed me very greatly. 
In 1939 she was awarded the entrance 
Scholarship to Trinity College of Music, 
London, and studied there under Louis 
Pecskai, F.T.C.L., until war broke out. 

Since her return to Dublin she has con- 
tinued her studies with Signor Grossi, who 
now sponsors her first public recital. A 
great future is predicted for this talented 
young artist. Miss Condron’s programme 
will, I understand, include the Max Bruch 
Concerto and works by Mozart, Bach, 
Hubay and Grossi (variations on a theme 
of Corelli). 


‘Right Honourable” 


“May I,” writes a correspondent, 
‘‘ enlarge a little on your interesting note 
headed ‘ Right Hon.’ with the special 


application of the prefix Right Honourable 
to Lord Mayors of cities? 

“The point is more than one of courtesy, 
for the cities which have Been given 
privilege jealously guard the honour. 
There has been some suggestion of 
injustice in the matter, and those two 
great cities of Birmingham and 
Manchester in particular, feel a little 
indignity in the fact that their Chief 
Magistrate has to take lower rank than 
the head of smaller cities. Cardiff, the 
largest city in Wales, has also expressed 
strong views on the subject. 

‘ Thastitle of Right Honourable is the 
priviledt of only about a dozen cities in 
the British Empire. You mentioned Dublin 
and Belfast in your note, and in England 
there are London, York, Edinburgh and 
Glasgow, while in London, in addition, the 
Chairman of the London County Council 
has the same right. Abroad the only 
holders of the title are the Lord Mayors 
of Adelaide, Brisbane, Hobart, Melbourne, 
Perth, and Sydney. 

‘‘One other point the deputy of the 
Lord Mayor is legally addressed merely as 
Deputy Mayor, not Deputy Lord Mayor. 
There is no such office at ‘ Deputy 
Mayor.’ ’” 


“In Glorious Technicolour” 


It seems that colour films have come to 
stay. Not only has the technicolour process 
improved out of all recognition, but the 
number of films which are being photo- 
graphed in technicolour is increasing week 
by week. 

In the past few months we have had 
more colour films in Dublin than ever 
before. ' Not, indeed, that the number is 
in any way astronomically large; but, 
compared with the total number of new 
films being shown, the proportion is, as 
the Americans say, “hitting a new 
high.”

drawal in Russia from either of 

two general aspects. In_ the 
main, the Allies incline to the view 
that the retirement is compulsory, 
while German authorities, naturally, 
assert that it is voluntary. Probably 
the truth lies somewhere between the 
two extreme views. The Germans are 
falling back because they failed to 
secure successes of such a character as 
to enable them to stay forward. They 
could not stay where they actually 
stood—that was not a ‘‘line”’ at all, 
but simply a zone of to-and-fro battle. 
Therefore, they must fall back on to a 
more continuous, coherent, and de- 
pendable front. This movement was 
preceded and accompanied by local 
reverses of considerable magnitude— 
inevitably so. It has, in addition, re- 
sulted in quite serious losses of 
abandoned material, and it has been 
closely followed up by the Russians. 
The retirement has, thus, the appear- 
ance of a Russian victory—very useful 
from the standpoint of morale. It 
seems more likely, however, that the 
Russians have simply made the most 
of the opportunity. They were still 
sufficiently formidable, in trained men 
and equipment, to pile up a very use- 
ful total of points in the closing rounds 
—and they have convinced the German 
leaders of the formidable nature of 
their residue of war-potential. 


NEXT YEAR’S EFFORT 


This is the really important point; 
hecause it is this which will determine 
the probability or otherwise of a re- 
newed attack on Russia next spring. 
Having failed to knock-out Russia in 
1941, would Germany be any more 
likely to succeed in doing so in 1942? 
After all, the Axis conditions in June 
last were very favourable—complete 
freedom of initiative, no other front 
to worry about, flanks completely 
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1942 


various people. It does not, however, 
sound convincing. It is no other than 
a move through unoccupied France and 
Spain to take Gibraltar and occupy 
naval bases in North-West Africa. But 
such a plan pre-supposes complete colla- 
horation from both France and Spain, 
would call for enormous efforts to make 
and maintain adequate communica- 
tions, and offers no soit of return at 
all commensurate with the efforts in- 
volved. There might have been 
something to be said for it, while the 
Battle of the Atlantic was going full 
blast, and the Axis still retained a 
strong footing in North Africa. In 
fact, it would have been understand- 
able as an alternative to the Russian 
offensive of June 22nd, if undertaken 
at that time. So this plan, also, must 
be set aside as improbable. 


MIDDLE EAST 


Plan C, also, has frequently been 
touched on in a general way—though 
rather as part of something else than 
as being itself the main effort. This 
plan is a Middle East offensive across 
Turkey. It must be admitted that this 
is by far the most probable of the 
three alternatives. For one thing, 
Suez is now quite safe from any 
western threat, so an eastern one may 
be substituted. And if—which the 
present writer has doubted for some 
time back—Germany needs oil wells, 
those of Irak and Persia would serve 
quite as well as the Russian. 
Also, the line of advance con- 
verges with that of the operations 
of Japan, the Asiatic partner in the 
Axis. Then, too, there would be a 
better prospect of retaining full Italian 
support for an offensive operation, with 
a view to recovering East Africa. 
Finally—and very important—it would 
be possible to make the opening moves 
through the instrumentality of a quite 
fresh Ally—Bulgaria. As for the 
logistic setting-up of this operation, it

“ Aircraft of Bomber Command 
again went in force to Germany. last 
night. The weather was good, and the 
main objectives, Wilhelmshaven, 
Emden, and the industrial districts in 
the Rhineland, were heavily bombed. 
Other targets attacked included the 
docks at Dunkirk and enemy aero- 
dromes in Holland. | 

‘Coastal Command aircraft made 
attacks on enemy shipping during the 
night. Off the h coast two ships 
were hit with bombs. _ 

“ Fighter Command aircraft on night 
offensive patrol attacked aerodromes 
and other targets in occupied France 
and Holland. From these operations 
seven aircraft of Bomber Command are 
missing. - : 

The Air Ministry News Service says 
that among targets attacked was the 
great chemical works at Huls, near 
the Rahr. Here the Germans’ costly 
rubber substitute, buna, is manu- 
factured. The works stand isolated 
among woods and fields, and a 
strong force of Hampden bombers 
set out to attack this single vital 
objective. ‘The weather was admirable 
and as, one by one, the bombers ,re- 
turned to their home stations, crews re- 
ported that they had identified the 
target. 

‘“In the cold, clear moonlight the 
wide stretch of the works was picked 
out against the snow-covered country- 
side. The attack began soon after 
eight o’clock in the evening. Aircraft 
after aircraft dropped its load, the first 
few pointing the way with incendiaries, 
the rest following on with heavy hign 
explosive bombs. 

“At 8.50 came the climax. Crews of 
aircraft which at that moment were 
over the target, crews which were over 
50 miles on their way home, crews of 
approaching aircraft still 20 miles from 
Huls, united in reporting an explosion 
of great violence which shot flames 
many hundreds of feet into the air. 
Crews over or near the target at the 
time of the explosion say that it leaped 
from the centre of the factory, and that 
from then on fires burned unchecked 
among the numerous buildings of the 
great plant. For the remaining bombers 
the target had become a gigantic 
beacon and they piled their high ex- 
plosives on to it. 

“At both Emden and Wilhelmshaven, 
on which the night’s effort was also 
mainly concentrated. our bombers 
picked out their objectives by the light 
of the moon and left many fires burning 
fiercely. The blaze started by Welling- 
tons among the docks at Wilhelmshaven 
could be seen glowing in the sky from 
100 miles away. Wellingtons and 
Whitleys made the attack on Emden. 
Here, also, the docks and industrial 
quarters were hit hard .”'
